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‘The results of the work done in the Poram Augustas 


since July, 1904, though they will hardly 
compare with the discoveries of the Lacus 
Curtius and of the baseof the Domitian Monno- 
mont which made last year so memorable, are 
nevertheless of considerable archeological in- 
terest, and bear eloquent testimony to the 
patient and systematic thoroughness with 
which Commendatore Boni carries out his 
acheme of explorations. Daring tho last twelve 
months he has rather refrained from breaking 
new ground, bat has contented himself with 
clearing up some doubtfal points and com- 
pleting certain discoveries already made. Not 
the least interesting of the works undertaken 
in this direction has been the exploration of 
the Clivas’ Palatinas, originally paved by 
Augastus, and cat through by the foundations 
of the Arch of ‘Titus, of which important traces 
have lately been discovered. 

Excavations have been extended beyond the 
repido, or pathway, of this ancient road. in 
order to determine the site of the des Larum, 
the shrine of the public /ares, whose cult goes 
back as far as tho eighth century B.C. Already 
there has been found a deep stairway cut in 
the tufa rock—an important addition to our 
knowledge of the geological structure of the 
summit of the valley of the Forum. Foundations 
bavé also been found of the houses and shops

Only two roads within the 
walls of the ancient city were known by. the 
name of Via—the Via Sacra, used for religious 
and ceremonial purposes, for inaugurations or 
the celebrations of triumphs, and the Nova 
Via, the new road leading to the House of the 
King and the Somma Via Sacra, which was 
said to have been constructed by Servias Tal- 
ling in order to provide means of approaching 
the Palatine along the northern slope of the 
hill. In 1882.8 road was discovered and clear- 
ed out behind the House of the Vesatals, which, 
until recently, has been thought to be the 
Nova Via itself. It was ‘noticeable, however, 
that the stairways which joined the road from 
the Imperial Palaces oa the Palatine seemed 
to be carried on beneath its level, and it ap- 
peared to Signor Boni that the pavement, of 
basaltic lava, must be a medieval addition. 
This pavement was, therefore, removed, and 
the stairs wore found to lead down to the 
original level of the Nova Via, the slope of 
“which corresponded exactly to that of the 
clivus of the Sacred Way. The important dis- 
covery was also made that the Nova Via was 
not merely a paved open road, as archieologists 
had imagined, but was originally roofed. over, 
forming a covered-in passage or elongated por- 
ticus. ‘As regards the old question as to how 
the Nova Via communicated with the Vicus 
* Toscus or the Vicus Vestw, Signor Boni is dis-
